DEMANDS BEAUTY 

Cecil B. De Mille has a director 
¢| of photography as well as a num- 
ber of cameramen. This unique 
position is held by Bert Glennon, 
who stood k of the cameras 
which shot the amazaing piece of 
photograhpy in motion, “The 
Ten Commandments.” 

He will tell you that De Mille 
shoots his pictures from the au- 
dience angle, never losing sight 
of the picture effect. When other 
directors subordinate their settings 
and background to the action of 
the etory Cecil De Mille always 
requires a beautiful picture with 
a beckground subdued but clear 
to the tiniest detail.

He arranged for this sum with the finance commission of 
Parliament and obtained it with much less trouble than had 
been expected. In the meantime the Emperor has looked over 
the plans and has altered them, adding a number of gorgeous 
and expensive details. For instance, he has ordered the build- 
ing of a cour d’honneur large enough for a four-horse carriage 
to turn in comfortably, as well as suitable apartments for the 
Crown Prince, the Crown Princess, and other princes, and large 
additional reception rooms. Hence, the total cost is to be 
4,800,000 marks, and 6,000,000 if we include the furniture.

BANKS ARE AIR-BOMB PROOF’:

PARIS, April 19.—In order to 
defy attacks from the airplane of 
hostile armies or aerial cracksmen, 
the Bank of France has started 


the construction of special air- 
bomb proof vaults evolved after 
lengthy secret studies. The first of 
the new vaults completed has been 
instalied in one of the largest 
branches of the Bank of France, as 
a forerunner for a complete set of 
such safeguards in bank branches 
throughout France. 

A majority of these bank bulld- 
ings are not more than four stories 
high with security gold bullion 
vaults in the cen .er of the building, 
thus proving easy prey for bombs 
from low swooping airplanes. The

All 
are now sending such raw materials to the 
East or to foreign lands. 


Here is a situation to fire the enthusiasm 
of the farseeing men who are back of the 
new industrial movement. Los Angeles, 
mot Boston, should be the market for the 
wool produced in the Southwest; Los An- 
geles, and not the cities of the East should 
be the place where that wool is made into 
cloth and garments. It is the same with 
cotton, Here, and not in Japan and Ger- 
many, should the cotton of the Southwest 
be fabricated into goods for American corn 
sumption. A promising start has been 
made along these lines, and, the Greater 
Los Angeles Association will help the good 
work along. 


The possibilities of co-operation between 
industry and agriculture in Los Angeles are 
almost limitiess. There is a national or 
international demand for California's 
canned fruits and vegetables and the vari- 
ous by-products of orchard and field, while 
the crops that can be produced in the wide 
territory that Los Angeles now claims as 

own include about every product of the 
that enters into manufactured foods 
and other commodities. 


Cotton Again Popular 

NTEREST in cotton is strong this year in 

the desert valleys of Southern California 
and in parts of Central California, all re- 
ports indicating that there will be a heavy 
planting of the staple in the Golden State 
this spring. This, in the light of past ex- 
perience, might be viewed as a bit alarm- 
ing were it not for the fact that the new 
enthusiasm over cotton seems to be fol- 
lowing more conservative lines than did 
the “craze” of some years ago. 

The growers of cotton have learned 
some very valuable lessons, afd these will 
greatly influence all future ventures in this 
field. Instead of going in for this and 
that variety on a haphazard basis, the cot- 
ton growers of today are featuring the one- 
variety-to-a-district idea, to the end that 
there may be no more failures due to the 
mixing of staples. The mills ef America 
will pay a premium for even-+running eta- 
ples, whereas the market for mixed runs 
has been largely limited to foreign coun- 
tries, where the cheaper grades of goods 
are made. 

In the past California’s cotton unfortu- 
nately has been in disrepute in this coun- 
try, not because of the Golden State’s in- 
ability to produce the best, but due to the 
fact that there has been no uniformity of 
production. This fault is being generally 
corrected this year and assurance is felt 
that the American demand for the Califor- 
nia product will henceforth be good 
enough to insure good market conditions. 
Upon the experience of the growers in this 
respect in 1924 will doubtless depend, in 
large measure, the future of cotton plant- 
ing in this State.

RE are those considered as compe- 
~ tent to pass an opinion who hold that 
the old South has permanently ceased 
to be the world’s chief dependable source 
of cotton. But cotton has an  ex- 
ceedingly wide adaptation. It is in- 
digenous to every continent, between the 
latitudes 46 degrees north and 30 degrees 
south. The question, therefore, is, not 
whether there is to be a continued supply, 
but where that supply is to come from. 
America has been practically furnishing 
the world with cotton. The crop that is 
produced in other countries is mostly con- 
sumed there, the American crop being that 
required over and above the present for- 
eign crops. Before the war, before the boll- 


Texas, figured in cotton production at all, 
America placed close to 15,000,000 bales of 
cotton a year in the channels of world 
commerce. Production has steadily de 
clined to less than 11,000,000 bales in 1923, 
and unless new acreage outside the sone 
of the boll-weevil is planted, production is 
apparently certain to decline further.

GOAL OF COMMUNITY CONTEST

NTARIO.—The Chaffey Trapnesting 

Station in this city was established 

in response to requests from the poul- 
trymen of the Chaffey community, com- 
prising the Chaffey Union High School and 
Junior College district. The poultrymen 
felt that it would be to their advantage to 
have trapnesting done for them at some 
central point and they therefore requested 
the Agricultural Department of Chaffey to 
carry on this work. 

The traphesting was begun September 
20, 1923, with twenty-nine entries of twelve 
birds each, or 348 hens. Naturally, these 
were mostly of the White Leghorn variety. 
There were twenty-four White Leghorn en- 
tries, four Rhode Island Red entries, and 
one Ancona entry. 

The rules of the trapnesting provide that 
the hens shall remain for a period of one 
year, in furnishing information to the pub- 
lic regarding the station, the records of the 
highest ten hens of each entry are taken 
as the for that entry. 

With the completion of the March rec 
ords there are available data covering 194 
days of the 365 which will make up the 
trapnesting year. During these 194 days 
the highest hen entered produced 156 eggs, 
the second highest hen, 165 eggs, and the 
third highest, 154. Thirty-six hens out of 
a total entry list of 348 have produced dur- 
ing this time between 100 and 109 eggs; 36 
hens have produced between 110 and 119 
eges: 27 hens, between 120 and 129 eggs, 
23 hens between 130 and 139; 10 hens be- 


tween 140 and 149; and 7 hens have pro

duced 150 or better. This means that of 
the 348 entries, 138 hens, or approximately 
40 per cent, have produced more than 100 


eggs.

EL, CENTRO.—Imperial Valley lettuce 
prices reached the high mark of the sea- 
son early in April, when good quality and 
pack of the favorite salad crop sold in 
New York for $7.00 per crate. The dark 
outlook prevailing during the season had 
cate ae those who still had lettuce 
were enthusiastic over the possibilities for 
the remainder of the season. ~ 


Upsetting middle-sedson “dope” as to the 
of the crop this year, the local office 
of the United States Bureau of icul- 
tural Economics reported on April 
8500 cars of lettuce had already moved 
from the valley, and that total shipments 
would probably exceed 9900 cars, bettering 
the 1923 lettuce shipment record. Earliest 
estimates placed the crop at 9000 cars, but 
subsequent damage from pests and disease 
was estimated to have brought the total 
down to around 7500 cars. Weather condl- 
tions during the early days of April fav- 
ored the crop and the quality of the lettuce 
then remaining was said to be exception- 
ally good, with heads firmer than usual at 
this time of the year. 
At the recent meeting of Im Val- 
ley lettuce shippers in this city to discuas 
the contemplated reopening of the lettuce 
rate hearing on “top icing” by the rail- 
roads, growers and shippers in attendance 
pledged their continued support in the fight 
against the increased rates and subscribed 
$1200 as a “starter” to add to the small 
fund raised last year in cooperation with 
the Imperial County Farm Bureau to pre- 
sent the valley’ side of the case, at the 
last hearing, held in Los Angeles last De- 
cember. It seems that the lettuce indus- 
try of the valley does not intend to pay the 
$70 per car extra icing charges which the 
railroads are attempting to saddle on them 
and another controversy is expected to 
open before the next shipping season be 
gins. 


* CITRUS GROWERS EXPAND 


PHOENIX, Ariz.-—-The Arizona Citrus 
Growers’ Aasociation is making large prep 
arations for te future. Now under con- 
struction in tuis city is a new warehouse 
for packing and storing oranges, grape 
fruit lemons. Fifty curing rooms 
will occupy the basement. The company 
output has doubled within four years. Last 
seasons shipments, now about finished, ag- 
gregated 150 carloads of grapefruit, 75 
carloads of oranges, mostly navels, and 3 
carloads of lemons. The grapefruit main- 
ly went to Pacific Coast points, though 
3 carloads were shipped through Los An- 
geles harbor to London, and there sold at 
fancy prices. The oranges usually go to 


the early eastern market. Each grape 
fruit hereafter will be stamped “Arizona 
Desert Sweet,” the trade name.

With our 
big cantaloupe crop coming on and the 
fruit season to begin soon, We are bound 
to be handicapped in all shipments until 
the scourge is banished from our borders. 
We must bend every effort to stop the 
malady from spreading, and clean house 
before trade relations can again be re- 
sumed. 


The report of the Kern County Cow- 
Testing Association for the month of March 
shows that there were 858 cows tested dur- 
ing the month, with average production 
of 819 pounds of milk and 29 pounds of 
butter fat per cow. Cows to the number of 
123 produced 40 pounds or more fat each 
for the month. J. L. Sebastian, Wasco, 
had the highest producing purebred, a 
cow with,a production of 2091 pounds milk 
and 89.9 pounds butter fat, while the high- 
est grade cow was owned by Peacock 
Stock farm, Bakersfield, and produced 
1627 pounds of milk and 77.9 pounds of 
butter fat. Chris Cayori, Bakersfield, had 
the highest herd average for a herd of 
over 30 cows, his 32 head of Jerseys pro- 
ducing an average of 1406 pounds of milk 
and 32.4 pounds of fat.

im | weet could be expected only in such estab- 


lished irrigated regions as the San Joaquin 
Valley, Coachella, Imperial, Palo Verde and 
Perris valleys in Califormia; the Yuma 
Valley, Salt River Valley, and along the 
Gila River in Arizona; under the Mlephant 
Butte Dam and along the Pecos River in 
New Mexico, and upon a few thousand irri- 
gated acres in Southern Nevada. 


The production of cotton in the South- 
west, west of Texas, was about as follows 
last year: Arizona, 80,000 bales; California, 
55,000 bales: and Imperial Valley in Mexi- 
co, 90,000 bales: less than 250,000 bales al- 
together. (The Mexican Imperial yield is 
included, as its growing is largely financed 
by American capital.) 

But cotton was the most profitable fleld 
crop in the Southwest last year. Plantings 
are being materially increased wherever 
cotton is grown, and a number of new cot- 
ton regions are coming in. It is not profit- 
able, however, to raise cotton in a small 
way, as one would corn or potatoes, unless 
within a cotton-growing region served by a 
gin. Nor is it profitable to establish a gin 
unless there ig assurance of several thou- 

bales. 

An inte experiment in growing 
cotton in small intensive gardens without 
colored labor is being tried out in Aw 
stralia. The cotton is grown by white faml- 
lies, each limiting the planting to what the 
family can take care of and pick without 
outside aid. Faith in the succes of the 
experiment rests upon continued good pric- 
es, high enough to make the crop a white 
man’s crop profitable in a small way. The 
experiment should be watched by Califor- 
nians, as it may suggest a manner of intro 
ducing the cotton crop under a high stand- 
ard in Southland small-ranch communities, 
where an annual field crop from an acre or 
two might be an excellent companion-crop 
to fruit growing. 


Australia at present is producing only a 
few thousand bales. The British Cotton 
Growing Association, after twenty years of 
experimenting in all parts of the British 
Empire revived the cultivation of Sea Is- 
land in 
pects of a 100,000-bale crop from its work 
in the Sudan, has introduced improved va- 
rieties to take the place of native inferior 
types in Nigeria, and has created an 80,000 
bale crop, entirely new, in Uganda. These 
activities are also bearing fruit in Nyasa- 
land and Rhodesia. Italy and France have 
likewise promoted cotton-growing in their 
colonies. The total production of crops of 
this sort in various parts of the world is 
now nearing 2,000,000 bales (400 pounds in 
weight as compared to 500 pounds for Amer- 
ican bales,) and is gradually increasing. 
Before the war, Russia produced big crops 
of cotton in Russian Transcaucasia and 
Turkestan, and these areas are pretty cer- 
tain to come back. Korea produces over 
100,000 bales, Mesopotamia a like amount, 
and India and China great amounts of 
short-staple, which is too inferior to take 
the place of American cotton- except under 
the duress of too-high prices for the better 


grades. 

The greatest ogg ee cotton belts of 
new production lie in Latin-America. Mex- 
ico already produces about 250,000 bales; 
Brazil, 700,000; Peru, 175,000; and the other 
countries together about 70.000. Some au- 
thorities believe Brazil alone ceuld produce 
many millions of bales, were the industry 
there to be developed as it has been in the 
United States, although others contend that 
the prevalence of insect life there would 
make this doubtful. Whatever the real sit- 
uation, it would be a long time before Bra- 
zil could acquire the economic mastery to 
realize her cotton potentialities. 

In the meantime there is our own great 
Southwest, and never was so fair a chal- 
lenge flung to a region as this of the world’s 
greatest crop.

LETTUCE POPULAR IN 
SALT RIVER VALLEY 
(Aris.)\—Though the eastern 
market is far from dependable and the 


PHOENIX 
crop sometimes has been plowed in before 
the season had ended, lettuce is now one of 
the staple créps of the Salt River Valley. 
The spring lettuce season is at its peak, 
with expectation that 700 carloads will be 
shipped. More than that number were 
loaded in the early winter. In quality the 
Arizona lettuce rates high. Some growers 
have realized up to $450 an acre profit, but 
$160 is said to have been about the aver- 
age. The business is an expensive one, 
involving much care and labor, but the sea- 
son is relatively short and the land later 
is available for such crops as cantaloupes. 
watermelons or corn, while cotton some 
times follows. 

Poultry growers like to be near a lettuce 
field, for the gleanings from the crop give 


chickens. Cows do not seem particularly 
fond of lettuce, though they will eat it 
after a while, when deprived of other green 
food. Spinach has also been raised dur- 
ing the winter season in the valley, but 
the demand for it is less than for lettuce 
and a section of Texas is a strong competi-

Getting a ball on a good hop 
is the secret of successful fielding 
as far as handling grounders is 
concerned, A good hop is one 
where the ball is just rising from 
the ground. It should be caught 


on the rise, as is shown in the 
picture, and not on the down- 
ward curve. 


To manage to get the ball in 


this position, a player may have 
to take a step forward or back- 
ward. He shouldn't rush madly 


upon the ball or he will not be 
in a good position to throw it. 

The shortstop doesn’t have time 
to straighten up to throw his ball 
which he has caught. He has to 
throw from the position he is in 
when he catches. This means 
that he must practice underhand 
phrows and throwing in off-bal- 
ance positions. The second. or 
more that the shortstop might 
spend in getting into a good 
throwing position might be the 
second that woeld give the run- 
ner time to get to his base. 

A shortstop co-operates with 
second baseman all the time, es- 
pecially in handling steals and 
double plays. Things for the sec- 
ond baseman to practice are: 

Handling ground balls. 

Throwing from any position. 

Catching fly balls knocked over 
his head.

ing a Leg 
VERY year thousands of limbs are am- 
putated that might have been saved 

by natural treatment—by water and ab- 
stemious, eliminative diet or fasting. I do 
not hesitate in saying that at least 60 per 
Cent of these amputations are unnecessary. 


Following is from an autobiography of 
George Starr White, M.D., in his book “The 
Natural Way”: 


“During my work with Dr. Snow I went 
on cases alone way up in the mountains. 
and thus gained a good deal of experience 
for one of my age. Often the doctor was 
too tired at night to go out and I would go 
out when people would come in to take the 
doctor out in thg mountains.

Among other 
patients I attended to was a young for- 
eigner who had a running sore on one leg, 
I had often noticed 
the trays of food brought to this sick man 
who could not get out of bed. It was of the 
‘solid’ type—corned beef and cabbage, sau- 
sage, baked beans and pork, boiled pota- 
toes, boiled turnips, pickles, etc. The pa- 
tient often told me he felt too sick to eat 
such heavy food, and I often took him delli- 
cacies which pleased him very much. 

“He could not speak English, so I acted 
as interpreter for the doctors whenever 
they went to see him. 

“After several weeks the sore was larger 
and deeper, so a consultation of doctors 
was held, and they decided that the leg 
must be amputated, and a day was set for 
the amputation. In the meantime I saw 
the unfertunate man and made him promise 
that he would never tell what I was about 
to say to him. I told him it was not con- 
sidered ‘ethical’ for a student in a doctor's 
office to in any manner interfere with the 
plans of the doctors he was studying with. 
I told him I did not want him to allow the 
doctors to amputate his leg as I had seen 
sores Mke that before and they got well, 
and I thought his would if I could get him 
out of that place where he could have some- 
thing suitable to eat and where I could 
dress the wound according to my own no- 
tion rather than using the dressings I had 
used under the driections of the doctors. 

“He promised that he would keep the se- 
cret and would refuse to have his leg am- 
putated. When the time came, I went with 
the doctors to act as interpreter. When 
they entered the room, the patient said he 
did not want his leg amputated and h-s 
would rather die with it on than to live 
with it removed. The doctors became very 
angry and told him that they would have 
nothing more to do with his case if he 
acted in that stubborn manner. Neverthe- 
less he persisted in his ‘stubbornness’ and 
they went away disgusted to think they 
could not have an opportunity to use a new 
set of knives that one of them had just 
gotten from New York City. As they left, 
I heard one of the doctors say to the others 
that he just wanted an opportunity to show 
a certain surgeon that he could do as fine 
a job at amputating as anyone in the cities. 
They predicted all sorts of bad endings for 
the patient. 

“The next day, unbeknown to any of the 
doctors, I went to the foreigner’s room and 
told him I had found a little empty shanty 
that I could fix up for him to stay in. By 
the aid of some of the inmates of the place, 
I managed to get him into the shanty and 
made him as comfortable as I could. I 
got different kinds of food from home tc 
take to him and gave him the plainest 
kind of food, as outlined by the herb doc- 
tor with whom I had been intimate for 
years. The food Consisted of teas made of 
various herbs, fruit, raw vegetables, etc. 
I made some ointment from plantain leaves 
and lard, and used that on the sore, ar-

Before he went away I gave him iustruc- 
tions as to what to é@st and how to take 
care of the sore, and he promised to let me 
hear from him. ever, several years 


him and asked him: if he were not the one 
I had taken care of in Danbury. He said 
that he was and told me in English how he 
had learned to speak our language. He 
said his leg was perfectly sound. and the 
tears rolled down his cheeks as he thanked 
me for what I had done for him. 


“T later saw one of the doctors who was 
to assist at thie operation, and [| told him 
how it had come about that this young man 
did not have his leg taken off and how well 
he was when I last saw him. From that 
time that surgeon was really an enemy of 
mine. Instead of complimenting me, he 
said that I had no right to interfere with 
any other doctor's plan. Such were ‘medi- 
cal ethics’ in those days, and such they are 
at the present time. . 

“This experience was only one of many 
similar ones, which proved to me that the 
natural way is to aid nature in overcoming 
obstacles rather than to destroy tissue just 
because it is not normal. 

“It also set me to thinking regarding 
what is known as ‘medical ethics,’ and my 
opinion was then and is now that so-callec 
‘medical ethics’ is like an eating ulcer that 
will sooner or later destroy the confidence 
of the public in those who pretend to ad- 
here to such an outrageous custom. 

“A true physician will not hesitate to 
employ any agency known to relieve the 
suffering, regardless of ‘ethical measures.’” 


ILLIAM McFEE writes: 

“Have you noticed how business de- 
humanizes men? I count over in my mind 
dozens of men whom I know, men of age, 
experience, and wealth, who almost demand 
that I should envy them by the very wav 
they walk the city streets. They are pros 
perous they imagine. [, strolling idly 
through those same city streets, looking at 
the show, studying their faces, defied them, 
and said to myself, ‘You gentlemen are not 
human beings—you are business men.’ 

“Not that I would tell them this; they 
would not understand, though they are 
guilty of occasional lucid intervals. They 
will admit, in a superior tone, that business 
cuts them off from a great deal. But it is 
evident they intend sticking to the irre- 
futable logic of the bank-balance. For them 
there is no friendship like ours. They 
could not afford it, bless you. How are 
they to know that you won't ‘do’ them or 
borrow of them? No, no. The world, for 
them, is a place where they have a chance 
of besting you and me, of getting more 
money than you or I, of ‘prospering,’ as 
they call it, at another’s expe.ase.”

“Stamping Out” Tuberculosis 


LL this talk about “stamping 
berculosis is foolish and futile. If you 
could today “stamp out” every case of tu 
berculosis in the world, there would within 
six months have developed hundreds of 
thousands of other cases, for tuberculosis 


N. LeMotte, formerly nurse in chief of 
tuberculosis division, Health Department 
of Baltimore: 

“In the past Yew years medical opinion 
has undergone a great change as to the 
value of milk and eggs. This rich and 
highly concentrated food is considered far 
less advantageous than was at first sup- 
posed. By reason of their fat content (es 
pecially eggs) they tend to cause indiges- 
tion, always a serious complication in pul- 
monary tuberculosis. For this reason the 
old idea of living on enormow: quantities 

' of milk and eggs has been largely aban 
‘doned.”

“A few weeks ago my little girl of 8 had 
a slightly swollen neck and on examination 
by the doctor the condition was pronounced 
infected tonsils. The doctor said these 
must be removed at once. Please tell me if 
it is necessary or what else I can do.” 

To this Dr. Gray replied as follows: 

“Three months ago I saw a child of 6, 
with tonsils the size of walnuts and inter- 
fering slightly with swallowing and breath- 
ing and producing pain in the ears.

Upon being informed later 
that they Were normal or very nearly so, he 
is of the opinion that it will take strong 
argument in the future to again get him 
convinced that an operation ig necessary 
for the removal of any part of the body. 

“Without doubt the innocent tonsils are 
slaughtered by the thousands because thev 
are misunderstood. Like a human who has 
been given a bad name, even wrongly, they 
are viewed® with distrust—and even when 
apparently normal are apt to be considered 
in about the same light as the old mule, 
who is good only that she may get in a 
more vicious kick when least expected. It 
is impossible for these organs, in them 
selves, to produce such widespread disturb- 
ance «throughout the body as they are 
(dis)credited with doing, and yet they are 
constantly prisoners at the bar, on trial for 
their life as first-degree murderers. They 
are apparently looked upon as. parasites 
whose sole business is to sap the energies 
and pollute the blood of the one who 
nourishes them. It is impossible to con- 
ceive of the heart or any other organs be- 
ing more injurious than beneficial to the 
body, and yet it is just as impossible for 
the tonsils to endanger the life as it is for 
the heart and other organs. It seems to be 
the general belief in life insurance com- 
panies, also with the average medical physi. 
cian and trained nurse, that the fewer the 
parts there are in the human body the 
fewer diseases the body can have. Conse- 
quently the removal of the tonsils is sup 
poed to lessen just that much the suscepti- 
bility to disease.

In his early childhood he is too often the 
butt of the witticisms and natural cruelty 
of his playmates.

He plays alone or with his brothers 
and sisters only. 

In school he is considered dull because he 
is too much embarrassed by his speech de 
fect to answer the questions put to him. The 
overworked teacher often finds him a nui- 
sance. 

At home he is scolded and often severely 
punished for his habit.

Begins in Childhood x 

HIS particular derangément 

begins usually in early 
childhood. It follows at times 
on a long or a severe illness. 
Whooping-cough is one that is 
followed by stuttering. In the 
days before vaccine treatment 
aided in shortening the course of 
the disease, whooping cough sometimes 
lasted many weeks. The child became un- 
dernourished and weak from weariness and 
lack of food. The prolonged shock at times 
resulted in this form of speech defect. Otb 
er infections like infantile paralysis can 
cause this habit to develop. A mental shock 
following upon an injury or fright over an 
unpleasant experience is a potent factor. 
Fears instilled into a child's mind are per- 
haps the greatest cause in bringing on this 
affliction. 

It a child grows up in a household which 
harbors another stutterer he is apt to con- 
tract the habit. 

Deliberate imitation of a stutterer can 
develop this habit. This usually occurs 
only in a child. Recently, however, I treat- 
ed a case of stuttering in an adult that was 
developed by imitation. A patient from 
Hollywood came to my office. His occupa- 
tion was one most favored in that city. He 
was a moving-picture actor.

It took several weeks 
of hypnotic treatment before his habit was 
broken up. Naturally I cautioned him 
against his repeating this particular “stunt” 
before any audience. 

The best preventive against stuttering 
is to get at the basis of the child's trouble. 
Should be Strengthened 

HB child should be built up physically 

after an iliness. His anaemia should be 
corrected. He should be fed properly. Any 
defect in his nose, throat or mouth should 
receive intant care; such as enlarged ton- 
sils and adenoids which should bé re- 
moved; plastic surgery aids a harelip or 
cleft palate; weak facial muscles should be 
treated by farradic current and exercises: 
a tongue that is tied should be cut free. 


At this point I want to emphasize the 
fact that if there is a minor speech defect 
caused by am anatomical one, do not lay 
too much emphasis on this trouble until the 
proper surgical aid has been given and 
afterward use real discretion toward the 
child. Do not make him too much aware 
of his trouble. Imitation of correct speech 
which he hears in his elders will cause him 
to outgrow the faulty speech. 

So far I have emphasized largely the best 
means physically to aid the child. The 
greatest of preventives in keeping the 
child from becoming an unhappy stutterer 
is preventing fears from clouding and de- 
ranging the mental life of the child. BEilim- 
imate all fears in a child's mind as they 
‘arise. Give him sympathy and encourage: 
ment if he has a bad habit of any sort. 
| Overlook it where possible. He will get 
-over so much sooner. Scolding and puf- 
never yet helped a stuttering child 

speak dormally. Be gentle and helpful. 
The midre the child is scolded the more 
embarrassed he gets and the less chance he 
has for overcoming his speech defect be- 
cause primarily, disregarding a. possible 
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physical defect, the habit of stuttering is 
mental, pure simple. This fact adults 
realise least of all 

Very often the only cure for the child is 
to take him away from the home atmos 
phere. 

The mental make-up of a stutterer, as I 
gaid before, is usdally sensitive. He is apt 
to be melancholy. His depression may be 
come so deep as to lead to suicidal thoughts. 
Rarely do you find a stutterer who is of a 
cheerful disposition. Scarcely any of them 
are as optimistic as Mr. Brown. 

Mr. Brown was a stutterer. He met a 
fellow-sufferer by the name of Mr. Smith 
He said, “How do you do, Mr. Smith. How 
are you? Still having trouble with your 
speech? W-w-w-w-hy don’t you go see Dr. 
B-b-b-b>-b-arker? He c<-c-c-cured me.” 


Two Types of Stulicrers 


ENEBRALLY speaking, there are two 

types of stutterers. One type rushes 
headlong in his speech when he once has 
made the start. He is overanxious. He is 
afraid his speech will go back on him. 
Nervous control is usually lacking. He is 
highly excitable. This type of stutterer is 
usually a young person. As he gets older 
his habit of speech changes. Often his 
speech becomes slower. Years of brooding 
over his defect make him depressed and 
saddened. This is the second type. There 
is the exception to this depressed type of 
person, That is the man who has tried and 
largely succeeded in taking a humorous 
point of view about his difficulty; or an in- 
different attitude sometimes develops.

Rational Exercise 
not think that I underestimate the 
value of rational éxercise. By no 
means.

The 
jousts and tournaments, and other strenu- 
ous “stunts” of the Middle Ages, and the 
fox-hunting of English squires today, are ef- 
forts to work off the consequences of gross 
feeding. Were it not for these safety 
valves, gormandizers would die of apoplexy, 
earlier than they often do. As it is, they 
live on and develop. gout. 


If you eat only enough to furnish heat 
and energy, and repair waste, you need but 
little exertise to keep yourself in good con- 
dition. It should be taken regularly. Re- 
member that ten minutes of exercise daily 
is better than two hours once a week. The 
main object of exercise should be, not to 
strengthen the arms, but to keep the spine 
limber, by bending and twisting. Expan- 
sion of the lungs is also important. One 
of those elastic exercisers that can be af- 
fixed to a door jamb is a good thing for 
sedentary people. If you are engaged in 
writing, exercise your left arm more than 
the right. Tennis, golf and gardening are 
all good forms of exercise. Also, do not 
forget the almost forgotten art of walking, 
which is simple, convenient and inexpen- 
sive.

ANCIENT BUDDHIST ART IS SAVED 


FROM 


F AN unusual character is an exhibi. 

tion in London of pictures representing 
the native art of India. It consists of 
Mukul Dey’s collection of copies of oid 
Buddhist frescoes on the walls of the caves 
of Ajanta and Bagh. Not only do the pic- 
tures show an indigenous art, rivaling that 
of ancient Egypt and contemporaneous with 
that of Augustan Rome, but their painting 
is the result of an artist’s ambition achieved 
after years of self-sacrifice and months of 
danger in the jungle. 


The fresco copy called “Buddha's Return 
to Mis Wife and Son After His Enulight- 
ment,” probably dates from the sixth cen- 
tury A. D. 

The caves in which these frescoes are to 
be found, now ruined and hidden by jungle, 
were once famous Buddhist monasteries 
and untversities, which flourished from 306 
B. C. to 700 A. D. Out of living rock, over-

series of caves, chapels, refectories, dormi- 
tories —ornamenting the exterior with beau- 
tiful colonnades and entrance portals sev- 
enty feet high, and decorating the walls of 
the interior with frescoes. The caves, com 
pleted in varying centuries, portray a thou- 
sand yeers of art, from its beginning until 
it was arrested by the ravages of the Mon- 
gol invader and fell into oblivion. 


Mukul Dey was still a young art student 
when, fifteen years ago, he formed a reso- 
lution to copy the crumbling freseoes, that 
the beauty of this almost forgotten ari 
period might be preserved for the future 
generations of India. Having no privat? 
means he painted portraits for 2 and 3 
rupees apiece until he had saved 2000 ru 
pees- and was able in 1919 to make the 
journey of 1000 miles from hia home in Cal- 
cutta to the caves. 


“I lived in the Ajanta caves for sight 


months,” Mukul Dey said recently. “I was 


| five miles from a village, fifteen miles 
from a bazaar and fifty miles from a rail- 
| road station. The only food I could get 
was a little rice and lentils. I found ths 
caves were used by tigers, and that every 
night between 12 and 1 o'clock they left 
their lairs, returning in the early morning. 

“As the tigers passed by the cave where 
I and my old coolie servant slept on the 
stone beds and stone pillows carved by the 
monks they would look with suspicion at 
us, but om only one occasion did they at- 
tempt to interfere with us. On that night 
I woke up and found that the fire, which 
we had lighted to keep them off, had 
burned low and that three huge beasts had 
gathered around the embers staring at us. | 
hurriedly threw some dried wood on the 
fire, and they disappeared as it flared up. 
I do not think they were very dangerous. 
They moved about so quietly and peace. 
fully they seemed to have beconie itke Bud- 
dbist monks from their tong residence in 
the caves.” 

On his return to Bombay, Mukul Dey 
sold some of the copies of the frescoes he

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“As I have portrayed Him, as thought- 
fuliy, faithfully and reverently as it is pos- 
sible. for mortal to do, there have been 
times when ft seemed as though He were 
actually within me, and, inspired by His 
holy presence, I could read His thoughts 
ond see through His eyes. 


“Once when I was thus inspired the 
reniization came to me more clearly than 
ever before of the emphasis He always laid, 
by precept and practice, upon bodily health. 
Iie was a shining example of the physical 
culture life, an example rigidly followed by 
those devoted to Him, and 1 wished then 
that I might stand before the world and 
tell all peoples what God wants them ft 
do with their bodies. The body comes next 
to the soul, next to salvation cemes health. 


“*Know ye not that ye are the temple of 
God? says St. Paul in his sixth epistie to 
the Corinthians. ‘If any man defile the 
temple of God, hin shall God destroy, for 
the temple of God is holy, which temple ye 
are. Therefore,” he says a little later on, 
‘glorify God in your body.’ 

“Could anything be plainer 

“There can be no doubt in our 
Jesus was the founder of the best 
physical cultvre, for he stood for 
for the utilization of all our powers, 
democracy, for the equality of the sexes, 
sisting the temptations of the flesh, for sim- 
ple living and high thinking, for sturdy en- 
deavor and daily effort without wearing 
care and worry. He was a manly man who 
lived near to the beating heart of nature, 
not only in the wilderness, but In the striv- 
ing souls of the poor and the oppressed. 

“The Christ Child worked with His 


father at the carpenter's bench. He con- 


tinued at this healthy vocation fnto man- 
hood for His neighbors objected to His 
fearless sermons because he was only a 
carpenter. He walked all over the moun- 
tains and hills of Palestine preaching the 
gospel, and this practice insured body- 
building excrcise. He did it so diligently 
that when he reached the boat he fell 
asleep and slept so soundly that he did not 
awake when his worried disciples tolling at 
the oars feared that the angry waves would 
swallow them all. He wore the strength 
and sturdiness of real manhood. He car- 
ried the heaVy cross for a long @istance 
without a moan. That required physical 
strength. 

“It is .@ practical deduction to make 
that the ‘life’ which Jesus came to reveal 
includes health—not by a miracle but by 
the observance of both physical and spir- 
itual laws. 

“No one can be a good Christian with 
out practicing physical culture—that is one 
of the greatest lessons of the Bible. We 
learn from His life that He walked wher- 
ever He went, with but one exception that 
I remember and that was when He rode an 
ass. . And from what I know of donkeys. 
this trip was a form of physical culture, for 
riding one of these animals ts not a gentle 
pastime. 

“All through the Bible, we find references 
to the body and these invariably point out 
the necessity for keeping it in good condl- 
tion. There is another line in St. Paul 
where he specifically mentions the impor- 
tance of exercise for the body and it is 
known that he traveled great distances 
afoot. Biblical days were perforce physical 
culture days, because without exercise it 
was impossible to move about. 

“A close stadent of the Holy Writ will 
often notice that health and ilinéss are con- 
trasted and that illness is looked upon as 


something to be ashamed of. The tale of 


the Prodigal Son is typical. He wasted his 
wealth and health on riotous living and 
then, when broken in both mind and body, 
he came home to his father. The lesson 
of this is that if he had fared forth and 
lived decently, had worked hard, he would 
not have. been held up for all time as a 
young man who had lived too well and not 
at all wisely. 

“Back in the Old Testament there is an- 
other story which carries a strong physical 


culture lesson. Samson, the strong man of 


his time, who could defeat whol# armies 
with but the jawbone of an animal as his 
weapon, was triumphant watil he came un- 
der the evil influence of Delilah. The Tes- 
tament does not state that he lapsed from 


I might quote the Bi 
definitely in support of 
body and physical culture of all sane kinds, 
but it is mot necessary. ‘Mens sana in cor- 
pore sano’—-the ‘Sound mind in a sound 
body’—has always been acknowledged as 
the best of God’s gifts to man. 


“However, man cannot expect the Crea- 
tor to do it all—man must take exercise, 
indulge in physical culture, and be always 
mindful of his body if he is to have the 
sound and active mind sq necessary to suc- 
cess in these days. 


“In Oberammergas, health and physical 
culture are simple things. There, we do 
not seek health: we have it. We do not 
have to search for exercise and physical 
culture; ft is at hand always. 


“Rut the chief reason for the good health 
of the little village is that we value ft 
highly and regard flliness as almost a dis- 
grace. This is taught to the children from 
the very beginning. They are never too 
young to learn to care properly for their 
health and the necessity for exercise t+ 
brought home to them a& soon as they can 
understand. | 

“Life in Oberammergau ts healthy life. 
chiefly because it is busy and active. There 
are no idle persons there. To begin with 
everyone has their trade, the great ma- 
jority being carvers of wood and some few 
workers In the pottery of which I am the 
head. From the eartiest years, the chil 
dren begin to follow the arts and crafts of 
their parents and by the time they are old 
enough they join the Heimat Kunst and he-| 
come full-fledged workmen. This afl makes

it seems wonderful to me that they are 
ever healthy. 

“Physical culture in Oberammergau 
might be said to start with water. We 
have the purest mountain water and every- 
one uses it without stint. When the chil}- 
dren are little they are taught the neces- 
sity for a liberal use of it and nowhere in 
Europe are there cleaner or healthier 
young ones than in Oberammergau. Even 
before they afe of school age, they are 
taught to get out in the open and it is not 
unusual for children of four or five years 
to begin mountain climbing. We know that 
this exercise will make them sturdy and 
strong and they are encouraged in it. 


exercise and then there are all sorts of 
competitive games in which even the giris 
take part. 

“As the young men grow up, they take to 
more strenuous games and skiing is one of 
the favorite sports in winter. Many of our 
young men are noted for their proficiency 
on the skis and there are tournaments in 
which they make a good showing. Andreas 
Lang, Sr., now in his sixty-fourth years, is 
a sterling example of what the outdoor life 
of Oberammergau can accomplish. He ts 
probably the world’s most famous wood 
carver and was a ski champion in his time. 
Even now he spends hours on his skis and 
has never been known to have ili-health. 
During the long summer days, he will take 
trips when he climbs the mountains and 
even sleeps on the ground at night. But he 
is not the only example we have. There 
are a number of the older men, some of 
them great-grandfathers, who are as hale 
and strong as he. 

“An interesting feature of these old men 
is that they, too, have their sports just 
like the younger men. There is never a 
time In the life of a true Omerammergauer 
when he feels that he is too old for out- 
door sport. It is not extraordinary for a 
company of the “greybeards” of the village 
to spend several days at a time in the 
mountains revisiting the scenes of their 
youth and generally having a fine time 
camping out. Then it must be remembered 
that some of our greatest hunters are

14. Ball Lost. A ball is “lost” if it be 
not found within five minutes after the 
search for it has begun. (Carry a slow 
watch with you.

15. Information as to Strokes Played. If 
the opponent gives wrong information as to 
the number of strokes he has played, he 
shall lose the hole. (Provided the informa-

ANTIOCH CHALICE BELIEVED TO BEAR 


TRUE PORTRAIT 


FIRM of dealers in Oriental art, 
- Messrs. Kouchakij of Paris and New 
York, are publishing a sumptuous mono 
graph in two folio volumes on a silver chal- 
ice, which, if all that is held to be true of it 
can be substantiated, is one of the earliest 
and most precious relics of Christian art in 
existence. It is reputed to contain contem- 
porary portraits of Christ (one as a youth 
and the other as older in years.) of St. 
James the Less and St. Judge, the two 
nearest relatives of Christ on earth, and 
other apostles and evangelists. 


There can be no doubt about the antiquity 
of the chalice (which is now in New York,) 
and experts who have examined it appear 
to agree that it dates from the latter part 
of the first century, A. D. Photographs, 
both of natural size and of various stages 
of enlargements, of the chalice itself and 
of its many details have been carefully ex- 
reader in classical 
archaeology to the University of Cambridge, 
and some of his conclusions will be. includ- 
ed in a second volume of his work, “Zeus: 
‘A Study in Ancient Religion.” Mr. Cook is 
convinced of the genuineness of the chalice, 
and this being so, it is obviously a treasure 
of the highest importance. As, Mr. Cook 
states, it “must take rank with F. Courby’s 


.~momentous discovery of the real omphalos 
‘at Delphi, which passed almost unnoticed 


during the early years of the war.” 


The Discovery 
By Arabs 
HE chalice was discovered in 1910 with 


three bookcovers and a large ceremont- 
al cross, also silver, by some Arabs digging 


OF CHRIST FROM LIFE 


'in a well in Antioch, on the Orontes River in 
Syria, and these were sold direct by the ex- 
cavators to Messrs. Kouchaky, who re- 
moved them first to Paris.. The treasure 
was discovered in an underground chamber 
at a depth of many meters, along with 
enough crumbled fragments of silver to fill 
a sack. While the chalice belongs to the 
period already stated, the book-covers date 
from the fifth century, A. D. 


The articles found are believed to form 
part of a church treasure buried during 
troublous times in the reign of Julian the 
Apostate, or in the time of the Chosfoes. 


Julian closed the Basilica of Constantine je 


in Antioch, depriving it of its wealth and 
vausing its treasurer, Theodoretus, to be 
tortured and beheaded-for concealing some 
object of great importance. 


It is related that some of the vessels re 
covered from their hiding places were de- 
faced by being thrown on the ground and 
in this way injured by the governor of the 
city before being sent to the treasurer in 
Constantine, whence they were later re- 
turned to the Basilica by Julian's successor. 
It is assumed that the chalice was one of 
these things, and that it was once more 
hidden in the time of the Chosroes, either 
in 544, during the invasion of Chosroes L 
or during that of Chosroes Il, who captured 
Jerusalem and the rest of Syria in 614. 


Elaborate in /ts 

Ornamentation 
N THE removal of the chalice to Paris 
oxidation was removed by’ M. Andre, 


without injury, but the compression caused 
by the blow could not be rectified without 


| probable injury. It consists of two distinct 
parts, both hammered out of two sheets of 
silver. One, the inner cup, was crudely 
made and left unfinished; the other, the 
holder or reliquary, added for protecting 
the cup, was finely carved and the spaces 
between the carvings were cut away, thus 
exposing the surface of the inner cup as a 
background. 

The chalice is supported by a low and 
narrow footetand, a type in use only during 
the first two centuries of the Roman em- 
pire. There are in existence in museums 
many vessels of the chalice form and pro- 
portions, but none later than the first cen- 
tury. A. D. The chalice ig about seven 
inches high. 

It has taken Dr. Gustavus <A. JBisen, 
archaeologist and at one time curator of 
the California university academy.of sct- 
ences, the author*of the monograph on the 
chalice, several years to identify the vari- 
ous figures and emblems. First and fore 
most is the figure of Christ’s full face. 
dressed in a toga with the same folds as 
that of Augustus on the Augustus cup of 
the Boscoreale treasure; the Star, the Dove, 
the Lamb sustaining the identification. His 
right hand points to a plate with seven 
loaves, two fishes and a head of wheat, and 
below Him the eagle of the Roman empire 
partakes of the blessings of the Christian 
religion. 


Other Figures 
Identified — 


ETER and Paul are seen on either side 
——the former on the right, according to 
the Greék custom. These two figures have

chalice have been identified as St. Jude, St. 
James the Less (whose dress was always of 
linen, never of wool,) St. Andrew, who had 
become a martyr before the chalice holder 


been identified with those in the Viale] 


as a youth (the face type is one of those 
found in the Roman catacombs,) St. Mat- 
thew, and the brothers James and John. 
These representations, it is contended, must 
be considered as authentic and accurate, as 
they were made when most of the person- 
ages represented were yet alive. 


Much space is devoted by Dr. Eisen to 
symbols foun@ on the chalice. They are 
only such as are found in the Bible, not 
those invented by the Christians after the 
time of Constantine. Symbols were fre 
quently used in the Scriptures, but em- 
blems were mostly the inventions of a later 
date as substitutes for names of saints and 
aposties. This is Dr. Eisen’s summary of 
what he calls “the religious nature and im- 
portance of the chalice.” 


“The chalice proves by its form and deco- 
rations to be the earliest artistic Christian 
object known. It contains admirable por- 
traits of the founders of the Christian re 


‘ligion. It proves that the earliest Chris- 


tians acecpted two distinct miracles of feed- 
ing the multitudes. It proves that the 
author of the Fourth Gospel was St. John 
the Evangelist and Apostle, and not the 
‘disciple’ of the critics.”

bly and the Constantinople Cabinet of the 
Sultan resigned. Mohammed VI, fearing 
that his fate might be the same as that of 
Abdul-Hamid, took refuge on a British war- 
ship and left Constantinople, and the Grand 
National Assembly then elected as Caliph 
his cousin, Prince Abdul-Medjid, the eldest 
prince in the male descent of the House of 
Osman.

All this was done by the Assembly meet- 
ing at Angora, which is several hundred 
miles from Constantinople and is now the 
seat of government of the New Republic 
of Turkey. The Republic claims to be a 
bona fide government in which all the sov- 
ereignty belongs to the people. The old 
name, Ottoman Empire, has been discarded. 
The ruling power is the Grand National As 
sembly, the President of which is Marshal 
Mustafa Kemal Pasha, who is also Com- 
mander in Chief of the army. The new! 
government has taken charge of Constanti- 
nople, and the government of the Allies has 
been ousted. 


Turks Now Ruling 
Own Country 


Turks are now ruling their own 
country. They are fixing their own 
taxes. They claim that all foreigners shall 
be subject to the same laws as the natives 
and shall be tried in the same courts. This 
has not been so in the past. “In many casea 
there has been one law for the foreigner 
and another for the Turk. The great pow- 
ers have dictated largely as to all matters 
of policy, foreign and domestic. They have 
limited the tariff, and have regulated many

The word Caliph means successor, and 
each of the Turks who held the office was 
regarded by Moslems everywhere as the 
successor of the Prophet Mohammed. 

The political leaders who put through the 
law abolishing the Caliphate declare that 
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the Arabian Peninsula. His territery in- 
clades the holy city of Mecca, to which 
@very good Moslem is supposed to make a 
pligrimage at least once in bis life. He 
will be largely supported outside of Turkey 
but it ts also considered quite likely that 
Mohammedans elsewhere will s&. up some 
other claimant to the title, and thus per- 
haps bring on wars between political and 
religious factions.

Voice Ofien is Hard 


EB stutterer’s voice is often hard and 

monotonous. This is due to the fact that 
he cramps his vocal cords in his efforts at 
speech. His face flushes or blanches. His 
abdominal muscles are at times drawn in 
so tightly that he experiences cramp-like 
pains. His breathing is forced and jerky 
due to the rigidity of the diaphragm and of 
the other respiratory muscles. When much 
excited he at times moves about his whole 
body or stamps his foot or jerks his head 
about. 

An interesting fact about the stutterer 
is that when he sings or whispers he does 
not stutter. This is due to the fact that 
his vocal cords relax. In methods of teach- 
ing correct speech rhythmic chanting or 
singing i employed for this reason. 

Side by side with the mental treatment 
of the patient must come of course the me- 
chanical training of speech. All the me 
chanical methods of treatment, if they are 
of any value, must take in mind the fact of 
the nervous overtension of the patient. The 
patient must be taught to relax. The vocal 
cords must be trained to relax, the respira- 
tory muscles, those of the abdomen, the 
diaphragm, the entire musculature of the 
body. This ability to relax is best learned 
when tle patient and physician work alone. 
After a time an encouraging and sympathet- 
icgperson can be brought into the office to 
be an audience; later classroom work helps 
the patient to speak easily and confidently 
when facing others. 

The length of time necessry for the 
cure of a stutterer varies with.the age and 
temperament of the patient; also with the 
type of stuttering. 

A child can more easily be broken of the 
habit by building him up physically and 
helping him regain his nervous control. 1! 
emphasize here again the fact that chil- 
dren so afflicted are best away from the 
home environment if there is not the under- 
standing in parents of the fact that the 
child's defect should be overlooked where 
encouraging words cannot be given. 


Cure of Adults 


N AN adult the time for cure depends 

more on the ability of the physician to al-| 
lay the nervousness of the patient than it 
does ‘on the actual re-education of speech. 
In this field of bringing about mental relax- 
ation to the stutterer the hypnotist has the 
advantage over the other physicians be- 
cause the dégree of relaxation he can bring 
about may be any from a quiet, conscious 
State to a state of deep unconsciousness. 


In connection 
with my own work I receive more_ letters 
asking advice or asking whether I can help 
this form of nervousness than practically 
any other form of nervous disturbance. At 
every public lecture I am questioned con- 
cerning this habit. 

More cures would be effected if there 
were more understanding of the mental 
trouble of the patient. With encourage 
ment and more encouragement more and 
lasting results could be obtained. Sympa- 
thy, understanding and encouragement are 
the keynotes to the cure of the affliction 
of stuttering. 


CHINESE HAVE TO KNOW 
7000 LETTERS TO READ 


When it is said that illiteracy is higher 
in China than in most countries, one 
means that fewer Chinese can read news 
papers, magazines and philosophic and 
scientific works than is usual in other coun- 
tries. The difficulty arises from the fact 
that it takes about 7000 characters to keep 
a newspaper in print; not 7000 characters 
altogether, but 7000 individual characters, 
as different from each other as “a” is from 
“sg.” A Chinese typesetter has to dance all 
over a large room looking for each char- 
acter, and a typesetting machine is impos. 
sible because no machine could ever hold 
all the characters which might be neces- 
sary. 

Every time something new comes along, 
like Einstein's theory or the League of Na- 


sary to invent a name, either by approxi- 
mating the sound in Chinese or by combin- 
ing characters according to the meaning. 
The forming method % almost useless, 
since the characters are nowhere pro- 
nounced the same on account of dialectic 
differences, such a simple word as Hu, 
for instance, being pronounced variously 
as Hu, Khu, Fu and W. 

Furthermore, the word in itself may not 
convey any meaning to the reader who may 
see it for the first time. It would then be 
necessary every time the characters are 
used to have an explanatory note indicat- 
ing what they mean. Writers then try to 
find combinations which convey the mean- 
ing of the words. Whenever they can, they 
coin a new word by combining parts of 
characters, all of which is very intricate and 
makes it difficult for any but scholars to 
be literate-—(George E.. Sokolesky in a 
Shanghai letter to the Philadelphia Public
